New Jersey, Sept. 28, 1798, becaue oan apprentice with an uncle, 
Baker Smith, 6 shoe maker in New York City. Having laid aside 
enough of his earnings to enable him to secure some of the govern=- 
mont land in the vest, as it was then designated, he with a brother= 
in-law, Joseph Smith, set out on foot for the new country. 


Yhey followed loading roatis and Indian trails until thoy had travel- 
ed as far as the iiostorn part of Indiana, whore they found locations 
suitable for their trades, the brother-in-law being a tamer. Hach 
secured a quarter section of land, the price being $1.25 per acre. 
They thon made the journey back to Now York on foot. 


In 1826 they came as far as Cincinnati where John Zarl and Sarah 
Sayre were married, Aug. 17, by Revs. John: Thompson of Springdale, 
Ohio. Then with ox team end cart containing all their belongings 
thoy left immediately for their new home in the wilderness.

Lig OF LLSIE VREELAND 


Wife of sdward Karl Jr. 


Michael Jansen (Vreeland), who was born 1610, came from Scrabbokoerk; 
Netherlands in the ship "Arms of Norway." He landed in Manhattan on 
Aug. 4, 1638 with his wife ¥itje (Sophia) Hartman and one son Claes 
(Nicholas) and two servants. 


He first settled at Fort Orange (now Greenbush) whero he engaged in 
the fur trade. in 1646 he moved to Manhattan, where Gov. Peter 
Stuyvesant chose him, one of the “Nine Merl' that composed his advis- 
ory board. 


During the Indian-troubles his family was the only one to oscape the 
massacre of Sept. 15, 1655. After the trouble was settled, he re=- 
turned to his farm near Comminpaw which was a villago on the New 
Jersey shore opposite New Yorke. The town of Bergen was incorporated 
in 1661. 


He was one of the first magistrates of the new court at Bergen. In 
December 1662, he joined his neighbors in asking the Governor for 

& Minister of the Gospel, for whose support he subscribed twenty-five 
florins. His namo is also found on the list of contributors of 
material for the first school. 


He lived in Comminpaw at the time of his death in 1663. His wife, 
Fitje Hartman (Vreeland) was s= member of tho Bergen Church in 1664 
and died Sept. <1, 1697. 


The children of Miichac] Janson were called Michaelson in their 
earlier years but later were kmowm by the name of Vreeland which 
means Peace Land, the nane iven to their homo by thoir father.

Massachusetts was settled in 1629. In 1638, the committee appointed 
to divide the land completed their work and a book was provided in 
which were recorded the names of the proprietors with the number 

of acres alloted each. All but the first three pages of this book 
has been lost, and on the first page appear the nanos of Thomas 
Sayre, 60 acres; Job Sayre, 60 acres, 


In 1638, cight men and families set out from Lynn to settle else= 
where. Buying a boat for their transportation, costing eighty pounds, 
Thomas and Job Sayre each contributed five pounds for their share. 
They asked Mr. Abraham Pierson of Boston to accompany them as their 
minister. The next we hear of them was on the 10th of May, 1640 at 
Manhasset, at the head of Cow Bay (or Shouts Bay) where they prepared 
to settle. On the 13th of May the Dwtch.arrested them for trespassing 
on land already purchased by them, and May 19th they released them on 
condition they leave that territory. 


The little colony sailed through Long Island Sound and around the 
eastern point of the Island to Peconic Bay landing at what is now called 
North Sea, a little hamlet three niles from South Hampton, whence they 
marched out through the woods to find a place for their new homes, 

The first attempt at a settlement was in a place now called Qld Towm 
about three quarters of a mile from the present village of South 
Hampton. Here they remained eight years. 


In 1648 Thomas Sayre built a house on the town lot apportioned him 
which is the oldest inglish house now standing on long Island or in 
the state of New York.
